light and day' right on the ocean's 
edge; the sun 
is 
too hot on the 


sands and on the, water, and, more- 
over, the same 
dry 
beat 
renders 


nore wholesome than usual the ve«y 
ocalities to escape from which, and 
as an antidote 
to which, the sea 


shore is especially valuable. 


As the autumn, or malarial, sea- 


son approaches, as inland swamps 
and other 
io\vground 
sections be- 


come more and more poisonous; and 
as the changes in temperature from 
day to night become more marked, 
the sanitary 
value, of 
the 
beach 


rises. Not only are diurnal changes 
of temperature less injurious there, 
but salt dampness of atmosphere is 
not like 
fresh' dampness, and the 


briny air counteracts most of (.he ii. 
effects of the 
rainy 
E-pells. 
To be 


sure, sea-bathing is not so pleasant 
'or most people as it is in early and 
mid-summer, but for those able to 
enjoy it at all, a short dip at any 
time durins the latter part of August 
and during September and October 
s of equal value as a tonic with the 
longer immersions of Juno and July. 


For all who dread the acute mala- 


dies particularly attendant upon the 
change of seaso'n from Summer to 
Autumn, the beach is strongly to be 
recommended; and one cannot but 
think that, as a rule, in New Eng- 
land, the. beach season begins too 
early and ends too soon. One hears, 
for example, a 
good deal of com- 


mendation nowadays of the "veran- 
da habit"—a habit which most of^us 
can only Indulge in the evening; but, 
ifliand, after the middle, of August, 
sfttfrff ^ur? of doors at those motors;- 
especially when, tired • and 
even if 


warmly clothed, is rather a precari- 
ous experiment exce.pt for the very 
young or the very vigorous; where- 
as, surprising

finds it, the same experiment at the 
beach seldom proves dangerous and
